Hareen & Brotuers issue three new books, the most prominent of 
which is “* Hxplorations and Adventures in Equatorial Africa ; with Accounts 
of the Manners and Customs of the People, and of the Chase of the Gorilla, the 
Crocodile, Elephant, Hippopotamus, and other Animals.” By Paul B. du 
Chaillu, Corresponding Member of the American Ethnological Society ; of 
the Geographical and Statistical Society of New York, and of the Boston 
Society of Natural History. This volume is extremely well got up, hand- 
somely illustrated and very neatly printed, uniform with Livingstone, Barth, 
and Burton.

It was first pub- 
lished under the title of ‘ The Romance of Abelard and Heloise,’ and has long 
been out of print. The title was unfortunate, inasmuch as it gave rise to the 
impression that we had been rhapsodizing about the renowned lovers, instead 
of writing their lives. We respond to the demand for a new edition, and send 
it forth with a new title, with revision, and with much additional matter. In 
translating the letters, we left in the original Latin a very few passages that 
we did not care to render literally. A paraphrase would have been no trans- 
lation. The coneluding pages of the correspondence were omitted simply 
because Abelard and Heloise left themselves, left the subject of their misfor- 
tunes and their love, and entered upon a dry-as-dust discussion of monastic 
institutions. Abelard’s letter about nunneries is as dreary a piece of compo- 
sition as any mortal ever had the misfortune to read, and none but a profes- 
sioual antiquary could regret its omission here. The story—the whole story 
—of Abelard and Heloise will be found in these pages, told in the ambitious 
style of youth ; and if any one is inclined to censure, let him blame the Muse 
of History rather than us. The Ages have preserved the record of their pas- 
sionate love, their tears have been embalmed for us in the burning language 
of the heart; let those who are able extract wisdom from a faithful picture of 
human experience.”
